And What Have You

Barbara and I, and our son 
Darrell, attended the annual West 
Texas Press Association Con­ 
vention in San Angelo this past 
weekend. 
And 
being 
in 
the 
newspaper business in West Texas 
this is one of the high points of our 
year. 
For many West Texas Publishers 
this is their only vacation. And for 
us it used to be about our onlv real 
vacation until we started closing in 
July for a week. But it still is a 
mini-vacation for us as it comes at 
about the time summer is over. 
Because I, along with a great 
deal of help from Barbara, serve as 
executive director and secretary- 
treasurer of the Association, the 
weekend is a combination of work 
and play. Not only do we have the 
responsibility of registering all of 
the people attending and making 
many of the arrangements for the 
meeting, but we also attend the 
business sessions where we hope to 
pick up know ledge that helps us put 
out a better newspaper for the 
great people of Hamlin. 
One of the highlights of the 
weekend session was a speech by 
House Speaker Bill Clayton. A 
number of years ago Clayton was 
on one of our programs concerning 
Water for West Texas He was very 
impressive at that time but he has 
grown in stature considerably over 
the past several years. (We use the 
word stature figuratively because 
from our 6 5" vantage point he is 
very short.) 
Two of the most impressive 
things that the Speaker had to say 
during his speech concerned future 
taxes and the new constitution that 
will be voted on this November. 
Clayton offered a faint ray of 
hopt‘ that Texas can escape a 
massive new tax bill when the 65th 
Legislature meets in 1977. 
He said the 
possibility of 
escaping the new taxes hinges on 
three conditions; 
i f the economy continues to 
show signs of recovery and sales 
tax revenues increase; 
if a 
reorganization 
of 
the 
state 
executive department to increase 
efficiency occurs; and if oil and gas 
are deregulated. I am willing to 
predict that we may escape with no 
new taxes,” speculated Clayton. 
“Texas is being absolutely raped 
of its natural resources with no 
recourse,” blasted Clayton in 
reference to federal regulation of 
oil and gas. 
The speaker allowed that in­ 
creased tax revenue from taxes on 
deregulated oil and gas could go a 
long way toward filling the state 
coffers, eliminating the need for 
the predicted massive tax bill 
believed to be necessary in the next 
legislature.

Sunflower Producers Urged 
To Exercise Patience, Caution 


Early 
planted 
sunflower 
crops in Jones County have 
completed the bloom stage 
and are now in a period of 
grain 
filling, says County 
Agent, Kirby Clayton Since 
this is the period in which oil 
contents and seed weight are 
tieing determined 
farmers 
need to I** careful not to stop 
plant growth too quickly with 
harvest aid chemicals Early 
killing could have a drastic 
effect on final yields 


The agent says that with 
the 
excellent 
moisture 
conditions prevailing on the 
High Plains, it could take four 
to six weeks after completion 
of the bloom stage for seed to 
reach full maturity 
By that time, he points out, 
the back of the head and stalk 
should be lemon yellow in 
color and most of the leaves 
will Im* dead or appear to Im* 
dying The triangular shaped 
bracts on the outer edge of 
the head will he brown and 
brittle The seed iii the center 
of the head will Im* as dark in 
color and as firm as the seed 
on the outer edge 
When these characteristics 
are noted, the seed is m ature 
hut 
the fleshy head base 
(which when cut open with a 
knife looks somewhat like a 


sponge) 
will 
not 
he 
suf 
ficiently dry for combining 
To avoid adding this high 
moisture foreign m atter to 
the s»M*d during the combing 
operation, the head base 
must 
he 
dry, 
Clayton 
cautions 
Several weeks could he 
required for the head base to 
dr\ 
naturally 
During this 
period seed will begin to 
shatter and some yield will he 
lost 
The best alternative is 
rush the final drying process 
with the use of a harvest aid 
chemical. 
Recently, 
Paraquat 
was 
cleared for use of a sunflower 
desiccant in Texas 
The 
chemical may ta* applied at a 
rate of I to 2 pints per aer* 
when sunflower seeds arf 
mature, (Jayton says Fivi 
gallons 
of

(Paraquat plus water) shouh 
In* used when treating by ail 
and go to 40 gallons with 
ground equipment For hest 
results, a surfactant such as 
Ortho X 77 should Im* added at 
a rate of I quart per IOC 
gallons of water 
Read all label direction!

chemical is applied, the crop 


will be ready to harvest in 7 to 
IO days A combine equipped 
with a sunflow er header 
attachm ent should he im­ 
mediately available, because 
delays could Im* costly in 
term s of seed loss due to 
shattering and bird feeding 


“ Keep in mind. Paraquat is 
a non selective desiccant 
This means it will kill any 
plant tissue it contacts, in­ 
cluding cotton, sorghum and 
other crops in adjacent fields 
“C hem ical 
drift 
is 
a 
potentially serious problem,’' 
C layton 
says 
"Since 
desiccation will, in m ost 
cases, he done with aircraft, 
producers should insist that 
the aerial applicator pick a 
calm day for the spraying 
operation," 
Aerial applicators can help 
by equipping their aircraft 
with the new types of drift 
reducing 
nozzles 
such 
as 
Raindrop” or by using drift 
reducing agents such as 
Target or Na leo Trol These 
equipm ent 
changes 
and 
additives will probably in 
crease the costs of spraying 
operations In the long run, In

Livestock Credit Act of 1974. 
w ill continue to be ad 
ministered through county 
offices of FmHA. the U S

rural credit agency. 
Under the program. FmHA 
guarantees loans made by 
banks and other commercial 
lenders to help farmers and 
ranchers continue in various 
lines of livestock production 
through a period of adverse 
economic conditions 
The bill (Public Law 94-35) 
signed June 16 by President 
Ford amended terms of the 
program established last 
year 
and 
extended 
its 
duration through Dec 
31. 
1976. 
Major changes 
in 
the 
program are; 
—Farmers and ranchers 
assisted by loan guarantees 


must be primarily engaged in 
agricultural production, and 
livestock operations must 
account for a substantial 
portion (at least 25 percent) 
of 
their 
gross 
income, 
working time or investment. 
Previously FmHA required 
that more than 50 percent of 
gross income or time be 
devoted 
to 
livestock 
operations. 


—The limit on any one 
borrower's guaranteed credit 
is raised to a $350,000 line of 
credit from the previous loan 
limit of 1250.000. 
—The maximum guarantee 
to a lender is raised to 90 
percent of principal and 
interest from a previous 
guarantee limit of 80 percent 
of loss 
—Maximum term of a loan 
was raised to seven years. 
with a three-year renewal 
permitted 
Under 
the 
previous terms, loans could 
be made for three years, with 
a two-year renewal per­ 
mitted. 
—Under certain conditions, 
satisfactory evidence of a 
borrower s repayment ability 


can be accepted by lenders in 
lieu of collateral for a 
guaranteed loan. 
—The national ceiling on 
total guaranteed loans out­ 
standing at any one time is 
reduced from 92 billion to $1.5 
billion.

And What Have You 


Barbara and I, and our son 
Darrell, attended the annual West 
Texas Press Association Con­ 
vention in San Angelo this past 
weekend. 
And 
being 
in 
the 
newspaper business in West Texas 
this is one of the high points of our 
year. 
For many West Texas Publishers 
this is their only vacation. And for 
us it used to be about our only real 
vacation until we started closing in 
July for a week. But it still is a 
mini-vacation for us as it comes at 
about the time summer is over 
Because I, along with a great 
deal of help from Barbara, serve a s 
executive director and secretary- 
treasurer of the Association, the 
weekend is a combination of work 
and play. Not only do we have the 
responsibility of registering all of 
the people attending and making 
many of the arrangements for the 
meeting, but we also attend the 
business sessions where we hope to 
pick up knowledge that helps us put 
out a better newspaper for the 
great people of Hamlin. 
One of the highlights of the 
weekend session was a speech by 
House Speaker Bill Clayton. 
A 
number ot years ago Clayton was 
on one of our programs concerning 
Water for West Texas. He was very 
impressive at that time but he has 
grown in stature considerably over 
the past several years. (We use the 
word stature figuratively because 
from our 6’5' vantage point he is 
very short.) 
Two of the most 
impressive 
things that the Speaker had to say 
during his speech concerned future 
taxes and the new constitution that 
will be voted on this November. 
Clayton offered a faint ray of 
hope that Texas can escape a 
massive new tax bill w hen the 65th 
Legislature meets in 1977. 
He 
said 
the 
possibility 
of 
escaping the new taxes hinges on 
three conditions: 
“If the economy continues to 
show signs of recovery and sales 
tax 
revenues 
increase; 
if 
a 
reorganization 
of 
the 
state 
executive department to increase 
efficiency occurs; and if oil and gas 
are deregulated. I am willing to 
predict that we may escape with no 
new taxes,” speculated Clayton. 
Texas is being absolutely raped 
of its natural resources with no 
recourse,” blasted Clayton in 
reference to federal regulation of 
oil and gas. 
The speaker allowed that in­ 
creased tax revenue from taxes on 
deregulated oil and gas could go a 
long way toward filling the state 
coffers, eliminating the need for 
the predicted massive tax 
bill 
believed to be necessary in the next 
legislature. 
(This same deregulation of oil

/ 
To Exercise Patience, Caution 


Early planted sunflower 
crops in Jones County have 
completed the bloom stage 
and are now in a pern*] of 
grain filling 
says County 
Agent, Kirby Clayton Since 
tins is the period in v, hich oil 
contents and seed weight are 
being determined, farmers 
need to be careful not to stop 
plant grow th too quickly with 
harvest aid chemicals Early 
killing could have a drastic 
effect on final yields 


The agent says that with 
the 
excellent 
moisture 
conditions prevailing on the 
High Plains, it could take four 
to six weeks after completion 
of the bloom stage for seed to 
reach full maturity 
By that time, he point* out, 
the back of the head and stalk 
should be lemon yellow in 
color and most of the leaves 
will be dead or appear to be 
dying The triangular shaped 
bracts on the outer edge of 
the head will be brown and 
brittle The seed in the center 
of the head will be as dark in 
color and as firm as the seed 
on the outer edge 
When these characteristics 
are noted, the seed is mature 
but the fleshy head base 
(which when cut open with a 
knife looks somewhat like a 


sponge 
will not 
be suf­ 
ficiently dry for combining. 
To avoid adding this high- 
moisture foreign matter to 
the seed during the combing 
operation, the head base 
must 
be 
dry, 
Clayton 
cautions 
Several weeks could be 
required for the head base to 
dry naturally. During this 
period seed will begin to 
.shatter and some yield will be 
lost. The best alternative is 
rush the final drying process 
w ith the use of a harvest aid 
chemical 
Recently, 
Paraquat 
was 
cleared for use of a sunflower 
desiccant in Texas. The 
Chemical may bt' applied at a 
rate 01 I to 2 pints per acre 
when sunflower seeds are 
mature, Clayton says Five 
gallons 
of 
spray 
mix 
Paraquat plus water) shoulc 
bo used when treating by ait 
and 20 to 40 gallons with 
ground equipment For best 
results, a surfactant such as 
Ortho X 77 should be added at 
a rate of I quart per IOO
